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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board of Middleton: 

While any detailed report upon the condition and 
the work of your schools will not be required nor expected 
from me until the end of the current school year, I think 
that it may be well for me to take advantage of this op- 
portunity to present some information and explanations 
to you and, through you, to the citizens of Middleton. 

This year New Hampshire, in common with all the 
other states, has been hampered by a shortage of teach- 
ers. In many towns it has not been a question of a 
choice of teachers but of securing any suitable teacher 
at any price. Many schools in the state are closed at 
this time because no teachers are available. 

In this town we were able to open both schools on 
time. Both teachers were high school graduates with- 
out experience or professional training, and we were 
authorized to employ them only upon the condition that 
they should attend a training school for one month dur- 
ing the winter. They are now at Plymouth Normal 
School for the month of February, and will return to us 
more valuable teachers as a result of this training. 


A survey of the schoolhouses showed that some al- 


terations were necessary to bring them up to the standard 
required by the state. It was found that additional 


Windows must be inserted in order to secure sufficient 
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light, that the interiors required painting and some 
minor repairs, and that the toilets demanded complete 
renovation. It is expected that these alterations will be 
completed before the end of the year. 

I realize that the cost of these repairs may seem 
burdensome to a small town. And I wish through you 
to convey the message to the citizens that the state offi- 
cials do not intend to ask anything unnecessary or un- 
reasonable. No changes have been asked for except 
those which careful investigations have found necessary 
for the health and well-being of the pupils. This is in 
strict accordance with the equalization feature of the 
new Education Law, which intends that the pupils of 
the smaller towns shall enjov educational privileges 
equal to those of larger communities. 

I have found the schools somewhat deficient in both 
equipment and books. Our expenditure for these has 
already been considerably larger than your usual outlay, 
and more will be needed before the end of the year. It 
will be necessary for us to continue liberal provision in 
this line. 

While we are required to make a greater outlay for 
the support of schools this year than ever before, we are 
not asked to do this unaided. I do not know at this time 
just how much aid we are to receive from the state, but 
when we have fully met all conditions to provide stand- 
ard elementary schools, a considerable sum will be pro- 
vided by the state to assist in paying the costs.
